W. J. Davi, Frank P;. Rice, J. ‘T. 
Holleman, 10% F. Green and James 
FE. Hickey. Mfr. Hickey. served on 
the committee by request. 

The meeting was opened by Mr. 
Hickey, who stated its purpose, and 
Luther Z. Rosser spoke briefly con- 
cerning the publications that have 
been recently made regarding the 
property owners and real estate 
agents. “We are not heré to quar- 
rel,” said Mr. Rosser, “but we are 
here to protect the property tn- 
terests of the city. We won't get 
into a quarrel as to whether we are 
‘rent hogs,’ or ‘rent hog’ agents, 
but to discuss this question we 
would of course deny that we are 
‘rent hogs.” A controversy would 
not help the situation, and we should 
xo about this matter in a quiet way, 
not getting hysterical or sensa- 
tional.. That ‘is the stock in trade 
of our friends,” said he. 

Mr. Rosser said that perhaps“in 
rare instances too much had been 
charged for rents, but that sqme- 
times there was also poor pay, and 
that there are two sides to the ques- 
tion. He said that publications ‘had 
served notice -that eertain pills 
would be introduced in the legisla- 
ture, and that he expected many 
more would probably follow. “Once 
start the people to attack the sa- 
credness of contracts,” said he, “and 
there is no telling how far they will 
go. This legislation would destroy 
values and bring great confusion.” 

Mr. Rosser stated that the legis- 
lature is not a crowd of bolshevists, 
and that the members of that body 
could be trusted to do the.fair thing. 
He urged that a committee of five 
be appointed to take the matter be- 
fore the legislature. This motien 
was amended by Frank P. Rice. who 
asked that nine members be §ap- 
pointed on the committee. This 
amendment was accepted and the 
motion passed. 

Dr. Orace Grant arose at this

Thére was no doubt that a tha. 
jority. of the committee stcod 
squarely against county distribu- 
tion on its merits, but a. number of 
the members felt that they were 
morally bound by a compact said 
to have been entered into last year 
between 
highway committee and the advo- 
cates of county distribution led by 
Mr. Knight of Berrien and Mr. 
dackson of Jones. It was to this al- 
lewed compact that Mr. Knight ap- 
pealed in his argument to thé com- 
mittée, . 

The bone of contention with the 
county distribution advocates this 
year appedrs .to Be section 20 of 
the motor vehicle act, providing for 
a distribution of the fund to the 
counties pending the authorization 
of a bond issue, which the attorney 
general héld to have been repealed 
by a conflicting section of the high- 
way department reorganization act 
signed by the governor two days 
after his approval of the motor: ve- 
hicle bill. The latter measure passed 
the house after the highway bill. 
Mrr Knight says that he and his 
friends supported :the motor vehicle 
biJl because its advocates agreed 
to accept section 20 and that it con- 
stitutes a binding contract of the 
legislators with the people of Geor- 
gia. WK 

Knight’s Resolution. 

Mr. Knight’s resolution, however, 
provided for the expenditure-of the 
money by the various county cd 
missioners or ordinaries as the case 
may be, while section 20 of the 
motor vehicle act contemplated its 
expenditure by the\ highway com- 
mission, apportioned to the counties 
according to post ,road mileage. It 
was on Mr. Knight's agreement”to 
have his resolution conform to sec- 
tion 20 of the last year’s law that 
the committee agreed to reconsider | 
its action. It then weferred * the’ 
measure to a subcommittee, com- 
posed of Messrs. Williams of Wal- 
ton, Alfriend of*+Baldwin and Cov- 
ington of Colquitt, who were: in- 
structed to make the Knight reso- 
lution conform strictly to section 20 
—the alleged compact—and to re- 
port it back to a méeting of the 
whole committee at 2:30 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon.

“Wisest Course Taken. 


Now that the smoke has cleared, 
the passions evolved have passed, 
and the whole bitter struggle can 
be- appraised from all viewpoints 
with unerring céalmness, not only 
Georgia, but the democrats of the 
nation, realize that the convention, 
with victory in November, the cov- 
eted goal, not only- did the wisest 
thing in the nomination of Cox, but 
in carrying the ticket of Cox and 
Roosevelt, linking two of the piv- 
otal states of the nation, democra- 
cy can step into the arena with a 
lifted chin and a square jaw ready 
for the fray and confident of He 5 
decizion. 

In passing it may be well to re-

* When the convention assembled 
cn June 28, or shortly thereafter, 
William G. McAdoo, who had been 
an uncertain factor in pre-conven- 
tion speculatiom@, “unalterably.” as 
he said, declined to permit the use 
of his name.

faith. Even trained political man- 
agers who had been scent to San 
Francisco to inaugurate & cam- 
paign for him were recalled. 
McAdoo Cohorts Appenr. 

The impressiveness of this action 
struck to the very core of the con- 
vention. Néw alignments were, 
therefore, made, and Mitchell Pal- 
mer, the attorney general, in the 
existing administration: which over- 
whelmingly predominated the con- 
vention, easily became the leading 
candidate, 

Despite the openly accepted: with- 
drawal of McAdoo, however, the 
shadow of the president’s son-in- 
law refused to vanish. It continued 
to hang over the convention and on 
Wednesday, June 30, when the plat- 
form fight had been won by a thun- 
dering administrational majority, 
the old-time dictatorship of William 
J. Bryan having faded into a vapor, 
the cohorts of McAdoo began to ap- 
pear in the open and when the 
nominating speeches were made on 
the following day it was found that 
the city was literally packed with 
federal office holders, union labor 
leaders and organized propagandists 
for the former secretary of the 
treasury. 

Simultaneously it was discovered 
that there was an orgenization be- 
hind him, that the galleries were 
packed with his personal followers, 
and that a regularly planned pro- 
programmed drive was to'be made 
to-make him the convention's nom- 
ineé for president. 

Embarrassing Position. 

Ultra administration men in the

Ne Closed Conterehenn: . 

There were no, conferences in 
closed rooms. Murphy a n- 
nan and Taggart and Marah did all 
their conferring in the open aisie 
of the convention. They’ supported 
Cox frankly. They voted their del- 
egations for him solidly ballot after 
ballot.. It was above board, for all 
the world .to see. And while Cox 
was nominated by Tammany and 
the IlMnois machine and the Néw 
Jersey machine and the Iowa ma- 
chine and by the “wets” generally, 
he was nominated by them only in 
the sense that they supported him 
econtinucusly and kept him in a posi- 
tion to be t’s beneficiary of the con- 
vention’s final burst of anger 
against McAdoo. 

At no time did these elementa 
have a majority of the convention. 
At no time did they really have 
mc than 400 out of the 1,090 votes. 
The last 300 that put Cox over were 
supplied by “dry” delegates, who 
really- didn’t want Cox at all, and 
who took fheir political lives in their 
hands with their folks at home when 
they voted for a “wet,” but they 
were overcome by exasperation 
against McAdoo, and took the only 
means at hand to humiliate him. 


Angry With McAédoe. 
McAdoo waa the evil geniys. of 
the convention. The delegates had 
shown him again and again that 
they didn’t want him. There is well 
understood rule of manners in con- 
ventions that whenever a candidate 


rises to a certain point and slips 


back, he is supposed to quit, it is 
a hint that he is not wanted. He 
is supposed to take the hint and 
quit and give the convention 4 
chance to vote for somebody in his 
place. \. 

Ordinarily, this only happens once, 
but with McAdoo it happened again 
and again and again. First, the 
convention gave a bored yawn, 
which was meant as a signal to Mc- 
Adoo, ‘When that didn’t impress him | 
the convention gave him a hint to 
zo. When he still stayed, they

Bainbridge Colby, secretary of 
state, was offered as a candigate, 
and refused to allow his nae -to 
be used. Finally he was urged to 
consentifhe should be “drafted,” as 
it turned out the Tammany crowd 
decided to accept Roosevelt, who 
brought to the ticket the partici- 
pation of an administration man, and 
Mr. Colby was not considered fur- 
ther. 

Mr. Roosevelt was placed in nomi- 
nation by Timothy L. Ansberry, a 
former representative from Ohio, 
who sat as a Cox delegate in the 
District of Columbia delegation. 
Seconds sprang from all parts of the 
hall, and although. Roosevelt was’ 
not formally nominated until well 
after the business of nomination was 
taken up, there was never any doubt 
about it, and never at any time was 
there any opposition. The second- 
ing of his nomination by Governor 
Smith, of New York, from the Tam- 
many delegation clinched it.

Ultimatum Presented by 
Lloyd-George Requiring 
That Teuton Represen- 
tatives Present Plan for 
Disarmament. 


Spa, Belgium, July 6.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Whether the con- 
ferenee on the peace treaty breaks 
up tomorrow depends upon whether 
the Germans present a plan for dis- 
armament, the immediate reduction 
of the German army from 200.000 
to 100,000 men and the surrender of 
upwards of 1,500,000 rifles in the 
hands of the people, as well as oth- 
er arms. ; 
Premier Lloyd-George, speaking 
for the allied governments at to- 
day’s session, presented what may 
be called an ultimatum, but which 
Dr. Simons, the German foreign 
minister, termed.@ very positive de- 
mand. “ 

The German ministers are in ses- 
sion tonight at a villa three miles 
from Spa, which is picketed by gen- 
darmes. Another meeting of the 
Germans will bg held tomorrow 
morning. Dr. Simons said to the 
Associated Press this evening: 

“We do not yet know what we 
will do. The gitudtion is too se- 
rious for mé to make a comment 
on“it. I would rather you did not 
press me.” 4 
Will Présent Plan. 

The impression among observers 
is that the ermans will present a 
plan. The’German delegates do not 
appear unwilling for their peopte to 
see how difficult the position is. 

The. most drastic moment of the 
segsion was when Premier Lloyd- 
George said: “I do not believe that 
the Germans intend to execute the 
treaty.” 

The German foreign minister im- 
mediately interrupted, saying: “You 
have no right to make any such re- 
mark. We are trying to execute 
the treaty.” 

Chancelfor Fehrenbach, invoking 
the name of the Creator, cried: “We 
are loyally trying to ‘execute the 
treaty.” 

Asks Larger Force. 

Herr Gessler insisted that the al- 
lied plan for 150,000 police, broken 
up into small bodies ana under local 
control and without. co-ordination, 
wagg@msufficient to deal with the 
present situation in Germany, which 
he said resembled somewhat that 
existing after the thirty years’ war. 
Armed bands in various parts of the 
country were pillaging and Killing; 
they were armed not only with or- 
dinary weapons, but with machine 
guns which they knew how to use. 

These bands, continued the min- 
ister, were so formidable that they 
could only be dealt with by ctnsid-y 
erable forces. . 

These bands, said Herr essler, 
are centrally organized and directed 
and financed by the bolsheviki. 
“How can you feel that centrally 
organized bands can be dealt with 
by a police force that is not cen 
trally organized and directed?” he 
asked. “It takes jn England 100,000 
men to hold Ireland.” .

Finally it was decided after an 
explanation by Chancellor Fehren- 
bach, Who assured the conference of 
the pacific-“intentions. of the Ger- 
man people, to. adjourn until 4 
o’clock tomorrow afternoon, to hear 
the precise reply from the Ger- 
mans.

Little Village of Hyde 
Park, N. Y., Elated at 
News of Nomination of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 


Poughkeepsie, N. Y., July 6.—The 
little village of Hyde Park, birth- 
place and summer residence of 
Franklin D., Roosevelt, assistant 
gecretary of the navy, democratic 
candidate for the vice presidency, 
received quietly but with elation 
the news that its fayorite political 
son had been named-~as running 
mate to Governor James M. Cox 
this evening. The Associated Press 
carried the first news of his nomi- 
nation ‘to Mr. Roosevelt’s residence, 
but attempts to communicate with 
his mother, Mrs. James Roosevelt, 
were unavailing as she was out for 
the evening. 

Mr. Roosevelt first sprang into 
political prominence in 1910 when 
he was drafted by the de crats of 
the 28th New York cncnadind dis- 
trict, consisting of the’ counties of 
Dutchess, Putnam and Columbia, In 
an effort to defeat Senator John F. 
Schlosser, of Beacon, who was a 
candidate for re-election. Roosevelt 
‘was successful, rolling up a ma- 
jority of 356 in the democratic 
landslide which carried John A. Dix 
into the governor's chair One of 
the stories still told of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s first campaign by local poli- 
ticians is that he corralled' the 
farmer vote by running on a plat- 
form which advocated uniform ap- 
ple barrels.@ et 

Re-elected in 1912. 

Mr. Roosevelt was re-elected in 
1912, but resigned his seat on March 
17, 1918, to accept the appointment 
as assistant secretary of the navy. 
His most famous exploit in the 
sctate senate was his leadership of 
the insurgents who opposed~- the 
election of William F. Sheehan to 
the United States senate. 

After three months’ deadlock, 
James A. O’Gorman was elected with 
Mr. Roosevelt’s concurrence. 

Since Mr. Roosevelt’s appoint- 
ment to the navy department he 
has spent most of his time in Wash- 
ington, returning during the sum- 


mer months and on holiday trips to 
visit his mother. He has never re- 
oe ggg his deep interest in Hyde 
Park, however, and is still one of 
its foremost citizens and one of the 
eading parishioners of St, James 
piscopal church, which the Roose- 
velt family has attended for years. 
He is a frequent visitor in Pough- 
keepsie, and active in county demo- 
cratic councils. 
Related to Astors. 


Mr. Roosevelt was born in Hyde 
Park January 30, 1882, the son of 
James and Sara Delano Roosevelt. 
He is a distant relative of Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt on his father's 
Side, and of the Astor’. family 
through his mother. He attended 
the Groton school and was graduated 
from Harvard in 1904 and the Co- 
lumbia Law school in 1907, being 


“admitted to the New York bar dur- 


ing the same year. He practiced 
at first*»with Carter, Ledyard & Mil- 
burn, of New York, and then be- 
came a member of the firm of Mar- 
vin, Hooker & Roosevelt. 

Mr. Raosevelt married Anna 
Eleanor Roosevelt, niece of the late 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt ard 
daughter of EBliot Roosevelt, March 
17, 1905. They have five children. 
Mr. Roosevelt divides his time when 
at home between his family, his in- 
terest in local affairs and tennis, 
for which he displays’ his_ chief 
sporting enthusiasm He is ex- 
tremely democratic fin manner and 
is popular throughout the county.

The objection raised by the mem- 
ber from Oglethorpe was that the 
bill contained too much “machin- 
ery,” He assured the committee 
that he was heartily in favor of 
some’ simple measure that would 
curb.the theft of automobiles in the 
State, but that he did not see the 
necessity of requiring the registra- 
‘tion of automobiles sales with the 
secretary of state.

That there must be a change in’ 


the system of taxation in Georgia 
to enable the state to support its 
ipstitutions and’ meet its obliga- 
tions promptly is réiterated by 
Governor Dorsey in the message 
which he sent. to the general as- 
sembly Monday. 

The governor states that for 
more than sixty days prior to the 
op¢ening of the session, the treasury 
for lack of furids, haG .been unable 
to honor requisitions on appropria- 
tions made in 1919 for the conduct 
of the state’s business and the 
support of state institutions. The 
University of Georgia, the agricul- 
tural schools and its other branches, 
the educational and eleemosynary 
institutions, the state board of health, 
the prison commission, the depart- 
ment of “agriculture and other 
departments of che capitol were. 
compelled to £° without funds, he 
said, necessary if these institutions 
and departments are to continue 
functioning. 

As a matter of necessity, the gov- 
ernor unhesitatingly suggests legis- 
lation permitting the temporary use 
of such portions of the highway 
funds as may be needed for cur- 
rent appropriations, provided. that 
such use shall not interfere’ with, 
hinder or delay the state’s road. 
building program. He adds that, 
but for thé ‘legislature’s prompt 
compliance with his request to de- 
fer the distribution of the state 
road funds to the counties until 
September 10 last year, it is prob- 
able that the embarrassment which 
now. exists would then have arisen. 

He shows that the present situa- 
tion has been cumulative in its 
character and that those familiar 
with the state’s finances have an- 
‘ticipated it, the only element of ‘un- 
certainty being the date of its ctl- 
mination. By the following table he 
indicates the development ‘of ‘this 
condition has proceedéd from year 
to year since 1913.

began the year 1920 in. need . of 
$2,087,743.27 with which to balance 
its account. 

“In addition to the ordinary .ex- 
pénses of our civil establishment 
and the usual maintenance expenses 
of our institutions, there were two 
obligatigns—one created by con- 
tract under the school watrant law 
of 1916; the other, the payment of 
pensions due our confederate vet- 
erans, which the“state had to meet 
during the first of the year. These 
two items are the largest in the 
state’s budget, and for some years 
—although the treasury funds have 
been supplemented by temporary 
loans-—-which the governor is au- 
thorized to make—their prompt 
payment has not been met without 
some apprehension of a postible 
failure. 

How Pensions Paid. 

“Although under the law  pen- 
slons to Confederate veterans are 
not necessarily payable until May 
1 each year, still it has been found 
advisable to pay as soon after the 
beginning of the year as possible 
the pensioners in one-half of the 
countigs—thoge given priority one 
year being postponed the hext—and 
this has been the unbroken custom 
Since the law allowing annual pay- 
mens to pensioners was enacted. 

“On February 10, 1920, there 
fore a warrant for $632,820 was 
paid by the treasurer for one-half 
| of the pensions for 1920. This pay- 
wrens was made without securing a 
oan. 

“On March 1, 1920, a warrant for 
$1,979,617.75 was paid to redeem 
discounted school warrants issuel 
to finance the public schools during 
1919, ad in anticipation of the taxes 
for that year. It was necessary to 
use the governor's borrowing pow- 
er up to $150,000 in order to meet 
this obligation. This “loan was 
oaid March 23, 1920. 


“On April 21, 1920—some few days 
earlier than commanded by law—a 
warrant for $627,775 was drawn on 
the treasurer for the second in- 
stallment of pensions for 1920. But 
to make this payment it was neces- 
gary to again use the borrowing 
power of the governor—and per- 
haps for the first time in the his- 
tory of the state for the full 
amount authorized, viz.: $500,000— 
certainlv for. the first time since 
the limit has been increased to the 
present sum. 

“The loan Of $500,000, while ob- 
tained of the highway funds, ex-

Washington, July 6.—The influ- 
ence of the administration will be 
used. to assist Governor James M. 
Cox, of Ohlo, democrati® presiden- 
tial nominee, and his running mate, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, assistant sec- 
retary of the navy. 

This was ascertained today when 
President Wilson sent a ‘congratu- 
latory telegram to Cox as soon as 
he Wid learned of the action of the 
convention, and when assurances 
were given that the president him- 
self would take an active part in 
the campaign. Gecretaries Baker 
and Alexander, Senator Hitchcock 


and others, joined in praising the. 


ticket, and assuring it of support. 
The selection of Roosevelt as the 
vice prgsidential candidate was said 
to be @articularly pleasing to the 
-admin@tration. Roosevelt is con- 
sider a staunch supporter of 
Presi t Wilson and his policies, 
and to have liberal tendencies. His 
record during the war, when much 
of the expansion of the navy came 
irectly uder his superv'-'s~ will 
ake useful campaign arguments, 
' asserted. The view 
| parties 
was that Roosevelt 
strengthened the ticket. 


Not Administration Candidate. 

Cox has not been -considered an 
administration candidate, His se- 
lection meant the defeat of two of 
the president’s closest advisers, Mc- 
Adoo and Palmer. And the forces 
behind Cox have not always been 
in accord with the administration. 
But the president did not make any 
effort to sway the convention in 
its selection of a candidate. And 
while many believe Davis, McAdao 
or Palmer might have suited him 
better, there was ample evidence 
that the president purposes to give 
Cox wholehearted support. > 

How ‘actively the president can 


take part in a campaign will de- | 


pend on the state of his health. If 
speeches are impossible, it was be- 
lieved he will employ his pen to 
good advantage. and will use the po- 
- Jitical machinery which the admin- 
Ystration has built up during the 
past seven years. Cox and Wilson 
are expected to have a conference 
at an early date. 
Cox on the League. 

Pres. :t Wil-on, of courge, is 
most vitally interested in the atti- 
tude of Cox on the league of na- 
tions, the issue which Wilson re- 
petedly asserted was paramount. 
Cox has not yet made definitely 
clear what stand he will take on

Se no Cause for difference on this 
score between the president and 


the candidate. Cox, it was. said, 
will stand on the platform declara- 
tion, and has by previous utter- 
ances shown his ideas are in har- 
mony with those of the ~-esident. 
His Jackson day dinner speech, in 
particular, was recalled, in which 
he said, “The boys who went to war 
did so without reservations.” 

“Please accept my hearty congrat- 
ulations and best wishes,” the pres- 
ident telegraphed. He wrote the 
message early today, when he was 
informed of what the convention had 
done, He was not apprised of the 
nomination until he awakened at the 
usual hour. 

Secretary Baker’s Telegram. 

Secretary Baker wired: “Accept 
my congratulations and all the sup- 
port I can give in the campaign.” 
_ . Secretary Tumulty professed joy 
at the convention’sg choice. 

“Of course, Cox will de elected,” 


eaid he. “It will be a strategic and 
-wise nominatio... Harding hasn't one 
chance in ten to carry Qhio.” 

‘Jt -was considered certain the 
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Anti-Saloon league, which vigorous\e 
denounced Cox before the conven- 
tion, and used its influence against 
him, would continue the fight, now 
that he is a candidate.

The legislative committee of the 
federation, which compiles the rece 
ords of political candidates so the 
federation can determine how to 
regard them, found it had nothing 
about the activities of Cox during 


his two terms in congress. It was 
presumed that this was because he 
took no active part either in sup- 
port of labor législation or against 
it. Records are now being exam- 
ined, and labor leaders in Ohio have 
been asked for the candidate’s po- 
sition in satte matters. 

Suffrage leaders are disposed to 
await some evidence of what Cox 
will or won’t do to help complete 
their enfranchisement in time to 
enable women to vote in November, 
before they determine their atti- 
tude. Miss Alice Paul, chairman of 
the national woman’s party. said 
Cox will immediately be asked to 
assist in obtaining ratification of 
the federal suffrage amendment by 
the Ternessee legislature. 


Leader of His Party. 


“Governor Cox is now the ac- 
knowledged leader of his party,’ 
said Miss Alice Paul, chairman of 
the party. ‘‘Women are interested 
in him and they will ese his can- 
didacy largely according to the use 
he makes of this leadership in com- 
pleting their enfranchisement. Gov- 
ernor Cox now has the epportunity 
to bring to hiS party the gre-t hon- 
or of giving the final ratification 
to the suffr°ve amendment and thus 
enabling all women to take part in 
the coming election. 

“His influence exerted in Tennes- 
See, in addition to that of other 
national democratic leaders, will un- 
doubtedly bring Tennessee into line 
for ratification of the suffrage 
amendment. The national woman’s 
party will ro to Governor Cox im- 
mediately.to ask for effective ac- 
tio nin Tennessee.” 

Secretary Baker, who comes from 
Ohio, had this to say of Cox: 

“In his three terms as evovernor 
of Ohio, Governor Cox has dem- 
onstrated his great executive abili- 
ty and his forward looking and ag- 
gressive démocracy. He is fearless 
and high-minded. During the war 
he put all the resources of his of- 
fice and his personal talents into 
the struggle and stood unwavering- 
ly with those who were making and 
keeping ready to do her great task.
